An election has been called by the 
board of education of school distriot 
number 23, to be held at the high 
school buildidg in North Dixon on 
Saturday , J uly 29 th, next, between 
the hours of 4 and 7 o’clock p. m., for 
the purpose of determining whether 
or not a Bew sohool shall be built in 
this district. This school district is 
composed of all of the city of Dixon 
ly ing north of Rock river, together 
with some territory outside of the 
city limits and contiguous thereto. 
Some weeks ago Mr. George C. Love­ 
land of this city proposed to the board 
of education to erect a school house on 
a lot to be selected by the board in 
the territory known as 
“ Loveland 
Place” and to convey the premises, 
after the completion of the building, 
to the school district, upon condition 
that there be paid to him interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent per annum upon 
the total cost of the building and the 
value of the lot used as a site for the 
school house, this amount to be paid 
to him during his life, and to his wife 
after his death In the event that she 
survive him, provided that the pay ­ 
ments shall not be continued for a 
period more than twenty y ears. The 
lot which has been selected by the 
board of education as suitable for 
school purposes is valued at $585. The 
school building which It has been 
proposed to erect will cost about $6000 
If it shall be determined by the 
voters voting at the election to build 
a school house in the manner proposed 
by Mr. Loveland it is intended that | 
he shall proceed to build the building 
after plans to be approved by th e, 
board and, upon its completion, bet 
will convey the premises to the proper ( 
school authorities by warranty deed , 
and receive therefor twenty bonds of 
tbe school district, each foi 5 per cent 
of the total cost of building and 
grounds, one bond to be paid annually , 
on December 1st of each y ear and each 
bond to contain a "provision in sub­ 
stance that “ in the event that Mr, 
and Mrs. Loveland shall be both de. 
"ceased at the time of the maturity of 
this bond then the same shall not be 
paid but shall be surrendered to tbe 
proper school authorities without the 
pay ment of any consideration there­ 
for.” 
In order that the voters may act in­ 
telligently upon the proposition sub­ 
mitted it seems desirable that they 
be correctly advised as to the present 
school district indebtedness and as to 
the necessity , if any , at the present 
time, for a new building.

W ill Recommend City Council to Vote 
for the Propositions. 


Yesterday afternoon the Board of 
Loc&i Improvements held a meeting 
at the council rooms for consideration 
of several improvements in different 
parts of the city . In last nig ht’s 
E v e n in g T e le g r a p h was printed 
the vote of the board on the West 
End sewer proposition, which was 
favorable. 
In another local news­ 
paper was printed an article which 
would give one to suppose that the 
law Senate bill No. 35 , governmg the 
actions of Improvement Boards had 
never been tiaaily passed b/ the state 
legislature. This artiole was incor­ 
rect. 
Instated that the act doing 
away with the necessity for frontage 
petitions in tae making of local im 
provements had dot become a law 
Under the act which the general as­ 
sembly passed in 1 903 every city and 
village in the state except Chicago 
and perhaps Peoria was required to 
have frontage petitions for the mak­ 
ing of local improvements 
The act 
passed by the general assembly last 
winter, known as senate bill No. 35 
is as follows. 
“ When any such city , town or vil­ 
lage shall by ordinance provide for 
the making of any looal improvement 
It shall by the same ordinance pre­ 
scribe whether the same shall be 
made by special assessment or by spec­ 
ial taxation or both.” 
The effect of this is entirely to do 
away with the necessity of frontage 
petitions in all municipalities in the 
state. 
Accordingly , the board y ester­ 
day afternooT was acting 
entirely 
within its authority . In addition to 
the west end sewer discussion the 
board decided favorably upon maca 
damizlng Hennepin between 
Fifth 
and Sixth, cost $7 9 2.32; J ackson be­ 
tween Sixth and Seventh, cost $7 10.16: 
E Boy d between Ottawa Ottawa ana 
Crawford, cost $688 47 . The board al • 
so decided favorably on the sewer for 
Dixon avenue.

States, there is no stro ng partisanship. 
Appo intees ho ld their po sitio n no m at­ 
ter which party may be in po wer. 
The pay is no t large, even In view o f 
the sm all co st o f living in England. 
Fifteen do llars is abo ut the lim it o f 
weekly pay m ent in the po sto ffice de­ 
partm ent, tho ugh so me o f the ex ecu­ 
tive po sitio ns pay as high as $ 2,000 a 
y ear. 
The ex cise departm ent is a fa ­ 
vo red branch, the pay starting at $ 250 
a y ear. 
This Is raised by a y early In­ 
crease o f $ 2.") until the pay reaches 
$ 400, and after a y enr Is jum ped to 
$ 575. 
Fro m there o n the pay jum ps 
rapidly to $ 1,250 y early , and If the o f­ 
ficer is fo rtunate in a t last arriving at 
the dignity o f co llecto r he draw s $ 4.000 
y early . 
Parliam entary clerkships run fro m 
$ 500 to $ 3,000 a y ear, and the navy de­ 
partm ent will run a clerk up to $ 3,000 
if he reaches the im po rtance o f fleet 
pay m aster. 
In spite o f the sm all salaries the 
places are eagerly so ught, since it 
means a life po sitio n, with a pensio n 
fo r o ne’s declining y ears.

Government Reports for the Week 
Ending July 24th. 
Favorable weather conditions ob 
tained during the week for harvesting 
and haying in the northern district, 
and in portions of the central district, 
but in the southern tier of counties, 
heavy rainfall interrupted all farming 
operations, and damaged considerable 
grain in shock . 
Lowland fields were 
submerged and corn was prostrated in 
Jack son county. In Vergennes town­ 
ship a measurement of 8 inches of 
rainfall in 24 hours was registered, 
and the correspondent reports the 
most serious damage sustained in a 
number of years. 
The high tem peratures of the pre­ 
ceding week continued until the 20th 
when a slight reaction occurred. The 
j tem perature conditions, with ample 
moisture, m |de ideal corn weather, 
and this staple has made vigorous 
development. 
Tasseling and silk ing 
now extend over a considerable portion 
of the northern district. 
Oats cut before the rains of the pre­ 
ceding week are considerable damaged 
in shock . 
Where threshing has pro­ 
ceeded in the central and southern 
districts the output is fair both with 
regard to q uanlty and q uality. In the 
northern district harvest is well ad­ 
vanced with a very favorable outlook . 
W heat, rye and barley are in shock , 
and threshing has proceeded where 
opportunity presented 
T neoutput is 
generally reported favorable except 
where damaged by wet weather. 
Pastures are mostly affording good 
forage. 
Haying is finished in the 
northern district, a large crop of good 
q uality being secured. 
In the other 
districts much hay has been damaged 
The second crop of clover is mak ing 
good growth in the central, and is 
ready to cut in the northern district. 
Early potatoes are yielding light, 
but the late planted are promising. 
Gardens products are plentiful. 
Black berries 
and 
raspberries are 
ripe and abundant; grapes continue 
promising; some peach orchards are 
yielding but the fruit is generally 
scarce; the outlok for apples is dis­ 
appointing, but few orchards giving 
promise of a fair yield.
